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The World Market 


HIS week Motion Picture Herald presents, for the 

sixth time, its World Market Number. Although atten- 

tions are given to foreign film activities in the Herald 

throughout the year, it is felt that it is appropriate in 
the interests of readers at home and in eighty countries abroad 
to turn the spotlight on the world market each year in order 
to emphasize its importance to the industry as a whole and 
each member, irrespective of where or in what branch he 
works. 

Despite the uncertainties of the times and the continuing 
international tensions the World Film Market has enjoyed, 
during the past six years, a healthy general development. A 
basic and most important barometer of the industry is the 
number of new theatres constructed. Since 1939 the number 
of theatres in operation throughout the world has increased 
approximately 45 per cent, rising from fewer than 70,000 to 
nearly 100,000. Practically all this encouraging growth has 
occurred following the end of World War Il. 

The construction of new theatres also has been accompanied 
by extensive modernization of thousands of older houses. The 
work of remodeling needs to be continued to the fullest extent 
possible both in the United States and elsewhere. The millions 
of new patrons who have been attracted to cinemas deserve 
comfortable surroundings and excellent technical equipment. 

Total admissions and film rentals have risen around the world 
to the point which would have been considered fantastic 
viewed in the light of conditions in 1939 or 1945. Of course 
in many countries inflation has swelled the total theatre income 
without making the operation more profitable. Everywhere 
there have been wage increases and a sharp rise in other costs. 

Perhaps more than in any other branch of the industry, 
mounting costs have hampered production. Relative to poten- 
tial gross, production has become much more of a calculated 
risk than in former days. To no one's surprise patrons are more 
discriminating in the sense that they will flock to highly enter- 
taining films of any type and shun the mediocre fare. 


HE motion picture business always was truly international. 
Ti is more so now than ever. No country's production can 

be supported on the present scale on the basis of possible 
revenue from the domestic market. It is also true that many 
exhibitors must have imported product to keep their theatres 
open. No matter how excellent is the output of domestic 
studios in most places it is inadequate for the exhibition branch 
of the business. Even in the United States, which is most in- 
dependent of foreign production, motion pictures made in 
other lands play an important part, directly and indirectly. 
Several hundred films from foreign studios are imported in 
this country ally. Developments in film technique and per- 
sonalities are also watched by Hollywood because it is recog- 
nized that about a third of America's film revenue and con- 
siderably more than two-thirds of its audience is abroad. 

At the present time one of the more serious problems in 
the world market of motion pictures is the heavy burden of 
admission taxes imposed in almost every country. Theatres are 
an easy target for unfair and discriminatory tax legislation. In 
the United States the memory is still fresh of the fight to get 
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the "war emergency" twenty per cent tax removed and to 
try to prevent other forms of entertainment from receiving 
more lenient tax treatment. 

The International Federation of Associations of Film Pro- 
ducers' meeting September 4 to 7 in Venice passed a resolu- 
tion calling for revision of admission taxes. It was pointed out 
that under present admission tax levies a picture can show a 
substantial net loss to the producer yet the various govern- 
ments, through admission taxes, have collected sums greater 
than the entire cost of production. The international group, 
which includes among its members the Motion Picture Asso- 
ciation of America, expressed the belief that the tax structures 
should be set up in a way that only net profits would be taxed. 
Any effort directed at reducing or eliminating admission taxes 
should be encouraged in the interests of both the domestic 
and world film markets.

@ The most recent quarterly report on the operation of 
the Eady plan of subsidizing production through an admission 
rebate shows that British producers received sixteen percent 
of the gross of their films in distribution during the three 
months ended June 9. Short subject producers received a forty 
per cent "bonus" or subsidy. Both percentages naturally came 
out of the monies paid by the British theatre patrons to exhib- 
itors. As happy as they are with these grants, members of the 
British Film Producers’ Association are distressed that circula- 
tion of their films in a number of foreign countries is made 
difficult on account of "a large measure of financial aid" 
given to local producers. Unfortunately too many govern- 
ments have been watching and imitating, in one way or an- 
other, British policies aimed at handicapping American product 
and subsidizing native films. 


@ Showmen throughout the country are now making plans 
to be in New York for the Theatre Owners of America con- 
vention September 23-27. Special emphasis this year will be 
placed on the display of equipment and on reports of latest 
techniques in remodeling, maintenance and service. Other 
topics expected to be of major interest are theatre television 
and plans for the Movietime U.S.A. drive. It promises to be 
an important convention both for TOA members and the 
industry at large.

> During the next few weeks the 
whole matter of selling feature re- 
leases to television will come under 
sharp review in Hollywood as nego- 
tiations are carried on in the dispute 
between the Screen Actors Guild 
and Lippert Productions, The Guild 


» alleges that the film company vio- 


lated a contract by selling television 
rights of features made after August 
1, 1948 without providing in advance 
an additional payment to the per- 
formers. An interesting aspect of 
the situation is that the television 
station, KTLA, which bought the 
rights, is owned by Paramount Pic- 
tures. 


>» The newsreel companies are con- 
tinuing exploration of ways and 
means to get a new lease on life. 
If their future is to remain in the- 
atrical distribution further develop- 
ments of a “screen magazine” type 
of presentation and generous use of 
color may be expected. If the news- 
reels are ultimately to work sub- 
stantially for television more deals 
along the lines of the tie-up between 
the United Press and Movietone 
News on the one hand and the 
American Broadcasting Company 
on the other should be worked out. 


> Exhibitors interested in theatre 
television will be quite shocked 
when they study the implications of 
the TV cable and microwave route 
charges announced by the Tele- 
phone Company. It would seem 
likely that for a long time such 
charges alone will cost several hun- 
dred dollars per hour of TV pro- 
gram per theatre. On the other hand 
the costs of developing and operat- 
ing transmission facilities for special 
theatre television channels would 
run into millions of dollars. 


>» The escape clause in the three- 
year General Foods contract for all 
of Roy Rogers’ television and radio 
appearances, which provides that 
the contractor can cancel out if any 
Rogers pictures made in the past are 


, 


released to television, poses enough 
legal questions to preoccupy a Phil- 
adelphia lawyer for quite a spell, and 
incidentally illuminates the extent 
of the complexities to be coped with 
before the movie-television relation- 
ship finally settles into a permanent 
pattern. 


>» The State Department will prob- 
ably announce late this month the 
names of the motion picture indus- 
try officials who will serve on the 
advisory panel to oversee operations 
of the film division of the overseas 
information program. The members 
are all picked, but release of the 
names is awaiting the first meeting, 
due around September 24. 


> With the need to split one-channel 
coast-to-coast television facilities 
among four networks, the transfer 
of top shows from New York to the 
west coast may take longer than ex- 
pected. In addition, there is the 
serious problem of the time lag in 
the various geographical zones, ac- 
cented by the still poor quality of 
kinescope recordings. The television 
networks, hard put for space, aren’t 
likely to invest in further expansion 
in the east and, instead, will con- 
centrate on their coast TV centers. 


>» More and more producers of films 
for television are using color stock, 
according to Eastman Kodak. Prints 
are now made in black and white but 
when color television comes along 
color prints may be run off. Advent 
of general commercial color tele- 
vision would tend to make obsolete 
almost all black and white films. 


> Early indications of the calibre of 
folk to be questioned by the House 
Unamerican Affairs Committee in 
Hollywood next week suggest the 
show will be a “B” production, un- 
less the committee resorts to tele- 
vision for publicity purposes.

STILL ANOTHER ROUND 


Industry’s Leaders Meet 
to Plan a Program for 
Hearings by FCC 


Exclusive theatre television was given an- 
other, vital boost this week when 14 theatres 
in 11 cities carried the Sugar Ray Robinson- 
Randolph Turpin fight from New York at 
admissions that ranged from $1.50 to $2.40. 

Large crowds turned out to see the bout, 
which was kept off home television by virtue 
of a $325,000 guarantee to the International 
Boxing Club trom the theatres carrying the 
fight and RKO Radio Pictures, which filmed 
it. Since the contest was staged at the 
Polo Grounds, New York houses, as in the 
past, were unable to carry ¢he program. 


On Monday, at the offices of 
the Motion Picture Association of 
America, 30 industry leaders from 
distribution and exhibition met 
with television engineers in a 
four-hour conference to exchange 
views and draw up a unified pro- 
gram for presentation to the 
Federal Communications Com- 
mission which, on November 26, 
will open hearings on the indus- 
try’s request for theatre televi- 
sion channels. 

At a press conference Tuesday, Mitchell 
Wolfson, the Theatre 
Owners of America and also head of the 
TOA’s television committee, said it had been 
decided unanimously to ask the commission 
for six channels of 10 megacycles, but ques-

Mr. Wolfson offered a preview of the re- 
port his committee will deliver at the TOA 
convention in New York September 23-27. 
He said the report made two major points: 
that theatre television is important to the- 
atres and there is reason to believe that all 
houses eventually will be equipped to carry 
it, and that there is no need for theatrical 
pictures to be made available to home tele- 
vision. 

The report will emphasize the belief that 
television and the movies can live together, 
and that exhibitors should apply for televi- 
sion station licenses. Mr. Wolfson, head of 
the Wometco circuit in Miami, operates 
WTVJ, the only television station in the 
area. It has been in the black since 1950, 
he says, and is used effectively to stimulate 
theatre attendance in Miami where Wometco 
has built five new theatres during the past 
few years. 

The report will hold that theatrical films 
not suitable for the small television 
screen, and that they serve merely as a stop- 
gap. It will also recommend that the quality 
of large-screen television be brought up to 
35mm film standards, in line with public 
demands.

Use Theatre 
TV for Civil 
Defense 


The use of theatre television to train Civil 
Defense workers was to have been tested 
this Saturday with the dissemination of an 
instructional program over closed circuits to 
theatres in four eastern cities. 

The live show was to have been picked up 
by houses in New York, Baltimore, Phila- 
delphia and Washington, and if the experi- 
ment is found successful, a series of training 
designed to give Civil Defense 
workers throughout the country standard- 
ized instructions, may be inaugurated in the 
Tuture. 

The project was announced jointly by 
Millard Caldwell, Federal Defense Admin- 
istrator, in Washington and by Robert H. 
O’Brien, secretary-treasurer of United Par- 
amount Theatres, Inc., and Nathan L. Hal- 
pern, president of Theatre Television, Inc., 
in New York. 

Said Mr. Caldwell: “The mass training 
of 15,000,000 civil defense workers is one of 
the nation’s immediate problems. 
Through theatre television the task of pre- 
paring not only the Civil Defense worker 
for his job, but the nation at large to meet 
an enemy attack can be greatly simplified.” 
Mr. O’Brien that 
theatre television would “provide the most 
effective system of large scale training yet 
devised.” 

The experiment was to have been wit- 
nessed by members of Congress, govern- 
ment officials, Civil Defense Administrators, 
educators and Theatres used in- 
cluded the Paramount, New York; the 
Warner Bros. Stanley theatre, Philadel- 
phia; Loew’s Century theatre in Baltimore 
and the RKO- Keith, Washington. At 
present, 26 theatres in 17 cities are equipped 
to present large-screen television.

Meetings in New York and 
Chicago Wind Up Final 
Organization of Drive 


Sparked by enthusiastic meetings in the 
country’s. two biggest exhibition and dis- 
tribution centers, New York and Chicago, 
the first phase of the Movietime U. S. A. 
was ending this week with a briefing of 
industry personnel on their parts in the 
year-long project. The program entered the 
second and most important phase, selling the 
public on motion picture entertainment.

Meetings Show High 
Enthusiasm for Drive 

High enthusiasm for the project, specifi- 
cally, and the industry, generally, on the part 
of exhibitors, distributors and producers— 
and their employees—was evident in the 
spirit shown before, during and after the 
gatherings last week in New York, Chicago, 
and points between. 

Two meetings were marked by speeches 
from the respective mayors—Vincent Im- 
pelliteri in New York and Martin Kennelly 
in Chicago—Robert J. O’Donnell, Movie- 
time’s national director, Arthur L. Mayer, 
executive vice-president of the Council of 
Motion Picture Organizations which is spon- 
soring Movietime, and the colorful Rev. Wil- 
liam Alexander from Oklahoma City who 
told funny stories, dramatized the project in 
true spellbinder fashion, and even had the 
crowd, which included company presidents 
sitting on the platform, play little games to 
make his point. He also owns a drive-in.

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FOX STOCKHOLDERS GET 
DIVORCEMENT DETAILS 


Must Record Approval at 
October 4 Meeting for 
Plan to Be Effective 


Stockholders of Twentieth Century-Fox 
last week received specific details of the re- 
organization pian governing the divorcement 
provisions of the anti-trust consent decree. 

To make the plan effective, two-thirds of 
these stockholders—either in person or by 
proxy—must vote their approval at a meet- 
ing October 4 in the company’s New York 
home office. The Federal Statutory Court 
in New York last June 7 approved the de- 
cree on which the plan is based, and if 
approved by the stockholders, the company 
will have until June 7, 1953, to complete its 
separation of production-distribution activi- 
ties from exhibition. 


Follows Formula Used 
In Previous Decrees 

3asically, the reorganization follows 
closely on the formula set up in the case of 
Paramount and RKO, whose divorcement 
and divestiture are already a fact. 

All theatre assets will be shifted to the 
new theatre company and all production- 
distribution assets to the new picture com- 
pany in exchange for all capital stock of the 
new companies. That capital stock will then 
be distributed to the stockholders on the 
basis of one share each in the new theatre 
and picture companies for each share they 
now hold in the present company. Naturally, 
all shares of the present company will be 
cancelled and the company dissolved. 

The present board of 20th-Fox will ap- 
point the boards of directors in both new 
companies but these appointments are sub- 
ject to the decree which requires the new 
boards to name the officers of the company 
and which prohibits common officers, direc- 
tors and employees in both new companies. 
The decree forbids the new picture 
company having a director or officer who is 
a substantial stockholder in any film dis- 
tribution company. 

Executives of the new theatre company 
who will own as much as one-half of one 
per cent of the stock in the theatre company 
must dispose of such interest or trustee it, 
according to the decree.

Skourases May Continue

It is noteworthy that the decree does not 
prevent Spyros P. Skouras from continuing 
as head of the picture company and Charles 
P. Skouras as head of the theatre company. 
The decree permits the picture company to 
continue most of its subsidiary activities, 
such as owning theatres outside the U. S., 
acquisition of a license covering the Swiss 
Eidophor large screen television system,

Profit for Theatre 
Operations Is Seen 


According to the pro forma balance sheet, 
which indicates theoretical earnings and as- 
sets if the company(ies) were already in 
operation, the new picture company, as of 
June 2 last, showed total current assets of 
$84,337,000 and current liabilities, including 
funded debt of $2,000,000 due currently, to- 
talling $16,588,000. This left a working 
capital of more than $67,000,000. The assets 
included $14,023,000 in cash, and $59,128,- 
000 in inventories. The totalled 
$108,054,000. 

Computed separately, the company’s earn- 
ings of $1,071,113 for the first six months of 
1951 indicate a loss of $309,866 for the pic- 
ture operations and qaprofit of $1,380,979 
for theatre operations. For the first six 
months of last year, consolidated profit was 
$4,683,581 of..which $2,399,055 was film 
profit and $2,284,526 theatre profit. 

Mr. Skouras, in his letter, was optimistic. 
He cited current and coming product whose 
revenue prospects were bright, and added 
that for the first seven weeks of the current 
third quarter “film rentals have shown an in- 
crease of 11 per cent over the same weeks

last year, and theatre receipts are now mak 
ing better comparison with those of a year 
ago, than at any other time during 1951.” 

Details of the divestiture, including theatre 
holdings to be disposed of by the new theatre 
company, were given last June. As of the 
end of June, National Theatres had an inter- 
est in 541 theatres in the U. S., with wholly- 
owned subsidiaries owning 106 and leasing 
307 ; voting controlled but not wholly-owned 
subsidiaries owning eight and leasing 31; 
nine were owned, and 12 leased by associated 
companies owned 50 per cent or less; and 
eight houses owned by others were operated 
under agreements. Of these 541 theatres, 
470 were open, 66 closed, and five operated 
by others. That was as of June 30. 


National Theatres Must 
Dispose of 91 Houses 

The decree requires that by June 7, 1953— 
the date by which divorcement will have to 
be accomplished—National Theatres, as a 
new enterprise, will have to dispose of 91 
theatres and four real estate holdings. There 


are other time limits set for other divesti- 


tures as for example, in the case of 57 
houses, whose disposal is based on the com 
petitive conditions prevalent in certain areas 
during a particular period.

Louis D. Snader was a theatre owner be- 
fore he became the producer of more tele- 
vision films #pan anybody else and he still 
is, with none of his 
theatres for sale, 
thank you. He sees 
nothing _contradic- 
tory in this circum- 
stance, contending 
simply and in terms 
of his own experi- 
ence that “there is 
room enough in 
show business for al! 
of its parts to pros- 
per.” He began 
proving that to him- 
self as a ‘teen-age 
lad playing first vio- 
lin in the pit orchestra for “The Birth of a 
Nation” in Chicago and on tour, and proved 
it again in Hollywood by putting up “risk 
money” for independent producers whose 
films, in sufficient majority, netted the kind 
of profits that kind of money can net. He 
expects to prove it again with the 14 Alex- 
ander Korda features he recently acquired 
for American distribution, and he says the 
motion picture business has nothing to 
worry about but worry. 

The Snader Telescriptions, to which he’s 
devoting his principal attention now, are 
familiar to everybody exposed to a tele- 
vision set. They are what he calls musical

recordings, running 3% minutes each, and 
he’s produced 530 of them in the past year, 
a staggering production feat by anybody’s 
standards. Each is a lavishly staged per- 
formance by a ranking entertainer, band or 
troupe, of a standard musical number, and 
they aggregate a television-station backlog 
equivalent to the transcription library with- 
out which a radio station couldn’t operate. 
Supplying the new medium with that equiv- 
alent was his original idea, and he’s sold it 
in 48 of the 58 television areas so far. He 
lays no stress on the obvious fact that his 
3%-minute musicals give television viewers 
needed light entertainment without 
occupying enough of their time to keep them 
home from the theatre. 


Applied Techniques As 
Learned in Theatres

Plunging hip-deep into a new business 
field with a program requiring huge initial 
investment, Showman Snader applied an op- 
erational technique that had served him from 
the time he built his first theatre in Norfolk, 
Nebraska, which he still owns, through a 
long series of vast operations in real estate 
and on down through film financing. His 
Telescription setup, from recording artists 
to customer stations, and including the al- 
ways difficult arrangement with the Ameri- 
can Federation of Musicians, follows the 
participation pattern, with one major dif- 
ference from the normal. In this case the 
participation is in the gross, not the net, and 
is unlimited as to period, a nice arrangement 
in view of the fact that the films, using 


standard numbers, figure to be running for 
years, and on as many stations as the years 
bring into operation. 

As president of the National Society of 
Television Producers, the producer of more 
television films than anybody else has 
brought about the adoption of a Code of 
Ethics patterned after the Motion Picture 
Production Code and, after some prelimin- 
ary difficulties, is setting up a system of 
membership fees and assessments to meet 
the cost of maintaining formal supervision 
of television program content. He says tele- 
vision, unlimitable as to viewers, requires 
even sterner controls than those which have 
so successfully served the motion picture, 
and is headed for trouble if it doesn’t have 
them.

WORLD PRODUCERS 
PROTEST TAXES 


The International Federation of Motion 
Picture Producers Associations, at a gen- 
eral meeting in Vepice, Italy, last week 
protested the heavy tax burden imposed 
on motion picture admissions and declared 
that the present situation had become 
“unbearable even in principle." In fact, 
seid the Federation, the already heavy 
taxation on motion picture admissions is 
imposed against the trend of modern fiscal 
systems under which, in theory at least, 
taxes are levied only on net profits. Said 
the Federation: "Pictures are taxed inde- 
pendently from their production cost, on 
the basis of gross earnings, and very often 
not taking into account the possibility of 
losses." The Federation's Permanent Office 
was empowered to work for a common 
plan of defense. The Motion Picture Asso- 
ciation of America is a member of the 
Federation.

In Collier's, out September 29, Samuel 
Goldwyn has a long piece on motion pic- 
tures and their relation to television. Col- 
lier’s also has an editorial expressing faith 
in the future of the film industry. 

R. E. MacKenna of Film Service Cor- 
poration in New Orleans, sent the HERALD 
a column from the Times-Picayune of Sep- 
tember 2. Written by the paper’s amuse- 
ment editor, Ed Brooks, the article makes 
the point—paraphrasing Mark Twain—that 
“the report of the death of the motion pic- 
tures has been greatly exaggerated.” It 
presents the industry's side of the question 
and gives details of the Movietime U.S.A.

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Italy Considers 20% 
Ticket Tax Increase 


ROME: The Federal tax on admissions 
would be raised 20 per cent under a pro- 
posed law which the Cabinet Council ap- 
proved here last week. The increase would 
establish the admissions tax at from 18 to 
60 per cent. 

The proposed measure will be submitted 
to the Parliament sometime this month and, 
despite protestations from the industry, is 
assured passage.

Westrex Magnetic System 


For Studio or Location 


New magnetic recording systems for fixed 
studio, or location applications, using 35mm, 
174mm or 16mm magnetic film, have been 
marketed by the Westrex Corp., New York. 
hey are cataloged as the 1951 Series 1100 
standard. 

Each complete includes two 
dynamic microphones, a microphone floor 
stand, a tw0-position mixer-transmission 
unit, a magnetic recording machine contain- 
ing the power unit and auxiliary equipment, 
a complete set of spare glassware and fuses, 
and interconnecting cables for operation 
from single-phase, 50 or 60 cycles, 115-volt 
power source. 

The amplifiers and transmission equip- 
ment are designed to have exceptionally 
low noise to take full advantage of the in- 
herent signal-to-noise ratio of magnetic film. 
The complete recording transmission circuit 
consists of three amplifiers, two microphone 
and main recording 
amplifier. Each has a normal flat gain of 
70 db from §% to 10,000 cycles, and their 
frequency characteristic may be changed by 
plug-in equalizer units. Only one type of 
spare amplifier is required, thus reducing 
maintenance. If it is desired to change the 
transmission frequency characteristic, it is 
done merely by changing plug-in equalizer 
units 

The mixer-amplifier is a small portable 
unit which contains all of the amplifiers 
and equalizing transmission equipment and 
provides two microphone input positions, 
each with a mixer control and dialogue 
equalization. Mid-range intelligence equaliza- 
tion is provided in the plug-in equalizer 
unit of the main amplifier.

The recorder is equipped with front and 
rear removable covers. The front cover is 
hinged and encloses the film reels to pro- 
vide quiet operation. Four openings in the 
front cover permit the recording, playback 
or rewind switching to be performed with 
the cover in place. 

The front panel contains the main power 
switch and power signal lamp, an adjustable 
potentiometer for setting the high-fre- 
quency bias current in the record head cir- 
cuit, a bias-meter jack, and an interphone 
microphone and push-button switch. The 
bias-meter jack is used, when the optional 
bias meter shown between the film flanges is 
not supplied, for connecting an external 
meter, should it be necessary to check the 
bias current. When the bias meter is sup- 
plied, the jack serves as a convenient con- 
nection for an external voltmeter for check- 
ing the calibration of the bias meter. 

The magnetic recording and monitor head 
are enclosed in a shielded unit at the center 
of the recorder and film path. Space is pro- 
vided within this shielded enclosure to ac- 


“commodate a magnetic erase head, should it 


be required. The magnetic recording head 
is mounted at the point of optimum scanning. 

The monitor head is offset for magnetic 
monitoring of the recorded signal. Both the 
magnetic recording and monitor head cir- 
cuits terminate in a single switch easily 
accessible from the front of the recorder to

A shelf across the rear of the cabinet pro- 
vides mounting facilities for power supply, 
oscillator, and monitor amplifier. Additional 
space and wiring facilities have been pro- 
vided on this shelf for optional accessories, 
such as bias and erase oscillator, interphone 
amplifier, and a bloop unit. 

The complete system weighs approxi- 
mately 175 pounds, including microphones, 
accessories and interconnecting cables. If 
it is required to operate away from a single- 
phase power supply for location use, a 
multi-duty motor and power system is 
recommended.

This is one of the pictures produced by the 
Jerry Wald-Norman Krasna team under the 
RKO banner and it’s a good job.

Having forgotten that it is their anniversary, 
Granger hits on the bright idea of letting his 
wife think he bought the dog as an anniversary 
gift for her. When the gangsters start making 
it hot for Granger because they want the ani- 
mal returned, and he has no way of getting rid 
of it because that will arouse his wife’s 
picions that he forgot the important day, 
situations become funnier and funnier. 

This seems to be an ideal family picture 
since the youngsters will certainly take to the 
slapstick and the older folks will enjoy some 
of the bright dialogue. “Archie” offers the 
stars plenty of competition. He is good for 
many laughs and provides the key for the en- 
tire story. The supporting players include — 
reliables as William Demarest, Francis L.

Dorothy Kingsley’s screenplay, based on a 
story written in collaboration with George 
Wells, is a vehicle specifically designed to give

Gian-Carlo Menotti’s English-language mod 
ern opera, which won unstinted critical acclaim 
and an extended run on Broadway in 1947, 
now emerges as a brilliant film. Although its 
appeal will certainly not be universal since its 
theme is somber and the dialogue is expressed 
exclusively in song, the discriminating patron 
will find this sensitively photographed, expertly 
acted drama a rewarding adventure in 
entertainment. Filmed on location in Italy and 
directed by author Menotti, “The Medium” is 
an artistic blend of realism and poetry. 

Marie Powers, who starred in the original 
stage production, is the blowsy spiritualist of 
the title. She is a powerful, tragic figure, who 
with less competition, would dominate the pic 
ture However, every member of the 
(many of whom appeared in the stage presen 
tation) gives a flawless performance. The best 
known player is young Anna Maria Alber 
ghetti, the Italian prodigy who visited this 
country recently on a concert tour. She is 
completely captivating as the medium’s sensitive 
daughter 

The story is simple, but it is a perfect vehicle 
for Menotti’s superb musical Miss 
Powers earns her living by pretending to 
communicate with the dead. With the aid of 
Miss Alberghetti and Leo Coleman, a mute 
gypsy boy, she has won a wide reputation for 
her occult powers. One day, while practicing 
her fraudulent art, the medium feels a hand 
clutch her throat. Terrified that she has, in 
fact, come in contact with the spirit world, 
Miss powers suffers a complete breakdown 
She suspects the mute boy of having touched 
her as a prank, but he is unable to express his 
innocence. Ridden by fear, Miss Powers is

This Harold Huth-produced British melo- 
drama, which Bell pictures is releasing in this 
country, leans heavily upon coincidence to 
achieve its effect. A somewhat diffuse drama, 

“Blackmailed” is a story of a murder and the 
effect it has on the murderess and three of the 
former victims of the deceased blackmailer. In- 
dividually, the sub-plots are interesting vig- 
nettes, but they are tied together by such an 
implausible chain of coincidences that the end 
product is disappointing. 

Based on the novel, “Mrs. Christopher” by 
Elizabeth Myers, the film’s motivating, though 
not its central, character is Fay Compton, a 
kindly volunteer worker in a hospital.
